Soccer can profit considerably from 
the extraordinary flare-up in the Sydney 
Rugby League semi-final between 
Newtown and Manly at the Sydney 
Cricket Ground. 


The aps gcd code has had more than 
its share of shocking publicity in recent 
years. Dreadful photographs of players 
with broken jaws and cheekbones, black 
and swollen eyes and the inevitable 
broken noses bes converted many 
thousands of youngsters front League to 
Soccer, < 

The Newtown-Manly pitched battle, 
though, excelled even the usual round of 
thuggery we have come to expect every 
weekend, The events at the SCG on 
Sunday September 13 — “Sunday, 
bloody Sunday” — will Eadtatfedly 
alienate many more thousands of kids 
from Rugby League. Many will follow 
the Soccer road instead. 

Be sure the people controlling Rugby 
tage are unhappy about the bad 
publicity. They proved that by imposing 
ridiculous censorship on the TV stations. 
In fact, the Rugby League has stated 
that television coverage of brawls and 
flare-ups must be restricted to the bare 
minimum. It seems such events may be 
screened once only — and then the films 
and tapes have to be buried in the 
archives. 


It is difficult to see what action the 
League could take against a TV station 
ict. There is only 
the implied blackmail of refusing to 
allow the station access to Rugby League 
matches. Fear of such a ban causes the 
TV bosses to toe the line. Surely this 
type of censorship — with a sport telling 
television channels what they may, or 
may not, screen — would not be 
tolerated in any other country in the 
free world. But the NSW Rugby League 
gets away with it. 

One of the strange attitudes adopted 
by many important —_ in Rugby 
League concerns the business of 
throwing punches. 

After the Newtown-Manly brawl, a lot 
of “experts” insisted that when players 
throw punches at each other it is all 
“part of the game.” These experts 
condemn kicking, ar ouging and 
stiff-arms but genuinely believe there is 
no harm in punching! Indeed, they state 
quite often that se is one facet of 
the sport which spectators love. It 
increases match attendances. 

This would be an acceptable premise 
— if the rules of Rugby. League state 
that punching is legal. Our impression, 
however, is that punching is illegal. 

That being the case, how can so many 
tolerate it? Worse still, how can they 
actually encourage it? 

Soccer, for all its faults, does have its 
international “Laws of the Game.” 
Punching is barred. Players who punch 
are sent off, 

Perhaps Rugby League might 
improve its dreadfully tatty image if its 
referees took a similar stand. 

Meanwhile, let League continue with 
its disgusting exhibitions of thuggery. 
While the game produces matches like 
-Newtown and Manly, Soccer has no 
need to employ recruiting officers to 
a : t.
